Summary of disclosure; 

Figure 1 shows a medical spray syringe including nozzle 5. 

Figure 5 is an enlarged sectional view taken along the line V-V of figure 1 , 
and Figure 6 is a sectional view taken along the line VI-VI of figure 5. 

As shown in Figures 1 and 5, the nozzle 5 comprises a metal pipe 55. 
The pipe 55 surrounds a chemical feeding pipe 6. A cap 51 including a 
discharging opening 551 is threadly engaged with an end of the pipe 55. 

As shown in figure 6, a profile member 61 is provided at an end of the 
chemical feeding pipe 6. The profile member 61 extends radially with respect 
to the center of the chemical feeding pipe 6. Compressed air flows through a 
space between an inner surface of the metal pipe 55 and an outer surface of the 
parting member 66, and chemicals flow through the chemical feeding pipe 6. 
The compressed air and the chemicals interflow near the openings 511 in the 
cap 51 , and then they are nebulized through the openings 51 1 . 
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
